arrived, they were gathered in a movie theater of the 
garrison, in two sessions with approximately 400 men 
attending each session* Their names were called, 
rosters checked, and locations of schools where each 
individual was assigned were announced* Out of the 
total group of 800, appro xlmately 80=100 recruits were 
sent to the Pilot Officers’ Training Center at Dolni 
Kubin; the remainder, without exception, were sent to 
an unidentified Infantry academy (Pechotni uciliste) 
in Kremnica* The entire groug was informed that they 
were shipping out that night, but the time was not 
announced* Packaged food for the trip was given out 
and, after several rechecks of rosters , they entrained 
at about 0100 hours on 29 September 1952. Men going to 
Dolni Kubin and Kremnlca were in the same troop train* 
Source’s group reached their destination at approxi- 
mately 0100 hours on 30 September 1952, having traveled 
two nights and one day. Ho one was permitted to leave 
the train during stops at various stations*

The new gliders were approximately 12 mv long and 2*5 nw wide at 
the widest part in front. They tapered toward the rear. The 
assembled gliders,, except for the wings which measured approximately 
22,5 nu from wing tip to wing tip when assembled, were shipped in 
large wooden boxes which were transported on open freight railroad 
cars. Only Cyrillto writing appeared on the gliders, which were 
painted with grey-green paint* No other signs, such as numbers, 
letters, or^ red stars* appe ared on the fuselage of t hawa gUd ars, 


Ihe front section (nose) of the glider had sufficient space for a 
jeep or a small field gun* Rings for securing such oargo were 
located on t he g l i d e r floor. The Pilot* a seat wan in a nuMw flhfty g
